Tue present condition of the Opium 
Farm in this Colony is now engaging 
the serious attention of the Government, 
and, so far as we can learn, not without 
reagon;- In this matter, it is to he feared 
that the disappointed members: of the 
Old -Monopoly- have been more far- 
‘sighted than the Hongkong Government 
or the New Farmer proved to be; and 
‘the result is likely. to be inconveniont 
as well as expensive to the present 
holder of the Monopoly and to the 
finances of the Colony. We jisve on 
former occasions given the Government 
credit, not only for securing the material 
advance in price for the Opium Monopoly, 
but for obtaining a British subject, 
“exceedingly intelligent, sensible and 
honourable,” as.the Farmer, who it is 
said gave the best securilies-for the 
performance of his contract, From the 
apparently satisfactory and even jaunty 
manner in which the whole transaction 
was carried through, no serious diffioul- 
ties ‘were apprebended; while special 
powers were granted by Ordinance for 
the further protection of the bighly-paid- 
for rights acquired by the New Monopo- 
list, It is only now that we are begin- 
ning to realize the fact that a serious 
mistake has been made by all concerned. 
The previous holders of the Farm are 
prominent representatives of the trade 
carried on here, with California and 
Australia ; and they have for some years 
been holders of the Opium Farm at 
Macao.” While they were also in 
possession of the Farm in this Colony, 
that at Macao was kept up merely to 
meét the requirements of local consump: 
tion, But when they were ousted from 
the Hongkong monopoly by an advance 
of $4000 ($205,000, as against their bid 
of $201,000), they then played their 
“ trump card,” removed the best. boilers 
of the drug to the Holy City, and now 
carry on their business: from the neigh- 
bouring Colony, The result of. this 
competition is, that large receipts which 
would have otherwise greatly enhavced 
the value of the Hongkong Monopoly 
are diverted. into another channe), and 
the new Opium Farmer of Hongkong 
suffers to the extent of the business so 
diverted. Looking back to the prelimi- 
nary negotiations from this. point, and 
with the knowledge which ‘experience 
has forced upon us, it would seem that, 
had the Government accepted tho offer 
of the Old Farmera—viz, $201,000- per 
annum—a great deal of litigation, much 
heart-burning and ill-feeling, and a large 
amountof danger to the trade of the port, 
as well ag peril to the finances of the Co- 
lony, would have been obvisted.. It has. 
béen said that one of the.Old Opium 
Farmers took some part ‘in the public 
meeting of the 7th October, and that ho’ 
has not regarded this Colony. with so 
touch warmth of feeling as formerly 
sinco that eventful period.- It is of 
course ridiculous to. suppose that. his 
success a8 @ trader in a free and 
enlightened place such as this Colony i 

universally acknowledged to be _ could:

Macao, 
and shipped from that port, there is 
absolutely no remedy, so far as we can 
see, for the holder’ of the monopoly in 
this Colony, _ It must be very unpleasant 
to this enterprising native gentleman, 
and he may possess thé sympathy: of. the 
community-and the moral support of the 
Executive of Hongkong ; but how the 
awkward fact can be got over, that. his’ 
opponents are’acting within their rights, 
is more than we can comprehend. So 
long as cargo can be shipped at Macao, 
under invoices which have been ‘certi- 
fied in proper form by the Consular 
authorities of tho shippers, there is no 
law with which we are acquainted that 
can justify any interference with such a 
trade, however irregular it may at first 
s‘gut seem to be. ,

-Serloualy, from early youth £ have taken 
-an’ especial interest in the subject: of 
-poultry-taisiog, and .s> this membership 
tuuches a ready sywipathy in my broaat.* 
iven as « achooiboy, poultry-raising was a 
study with me, ond-I may say without 
ogotism that as early as the age of seventeen 
I was acquainted with all.the best and, 
speediest mothods of raising chickens, from 
réising them off a roost by burning lucifer 
matcbea under their noses, down to lifting 
‘them «4 a fence on o frosty ni bt by in- 
sinnating the ond ofa warm board under their 
heels, By the time I was tweuty years old, 
1 really suppose { had raised more poultry 
than any one individual in all the sectign 
round about there. The very chickens 
came to-know my talent by-and-by. The 
youth of both sexes ceased to paw the 
earth for worms, and old roosters that cama 


to crow, ‘*remained to pray,” when I paa-: 


sed by. oe 
Ihave had-so much experience in the 


the well-to-do 


raising of fowla that [ cannot but think that 
a few hints from mo might be useful to the 
Society. The two méthods I have already 
touched upon are very simple, and are only 
sieed in the ‘raising cf the.commonest class 
of fowls ; obo is for summer, the other fur 
winter. In the one caso you start out with 
a ftiend along about eleven o’clock on a

If the 
subject of sour attentions is a true bird, he 
will infallibly return thanks with a sleepy 
cluck or two, and step’ out and take up 
quarters on the plank, thus becoming #0 
conspicuouely- accessory before the fact to 
hia own. murder a8 to make it a grave 
questicn in our minds, as it once waa in the 
mind of Blackstone, whetber He ja not 
reullysand deliberately committing suicide 
in the-second degree. [‘sut you enter into 
a contemplation «f-these legal refinements 
suhgequently—not then] 

When you wisi to raise a fino, large, 
Asnkey- volcud Shanghai rooster, you do it 
with a lasso, just as you would a bull. It 
is because he must be choked, and choked 
effectually, too. Jtisthe only good, certain 
woy, for whenever be mentions a matter 
which he is cordially interested in, the 
chances are ninety-nine in a hundred, that 
he gscures somebody else's immediate at- 
tention to it too, whether it be day or 
nivht. : 

The Black Spanish is an exceedingly fine 
bird and a costly our. T: irty-five doilars 
is the usual fizure, and fifty a not ucc m-

“half a-pi2ce, and yet are so unwholesome 
that_the city physician seldom or never 
orders.them for th» work-house. Still I 
havé onte_or twica procured as high asa 
dozen at a time for nothing, in the dark of 
the moon. The best way to raise the Black 
Spanish fowl is ta.go late in the evening 
and raise coop and all. The reason I re- 
commend this method is, that-the birds 
being so valuable, the owners do not permit 
them to roost around promiscuously, but 
tut them in a coop 48 strong as a fi: e-proof 
tafe, aud’ keop it in the kitchen at night. 
Tae method I speak of is not always a 
bright and satisfy g success. and yet there 
are so many little articles of vertu about a 
kitchen, that if you- fail on the coop you can 
generally bring away something olse. I 
brought away a nice steel trap one night, 
worth ninety cents. \ 

But what is the use in my pouting ont 
my whole intellect on this subject? L have 
shown the Western New York Poultry 
Society that they have taken to their bosom 
a party who is noto spring chicken ‘by any 
means, but a man who knows all about 
pou try, and-is just a3 high up ia the most 
efficient methods of raising it as the Pre- 
aident of the institution himself. I thank 
these geutlemen for the honorary .member- 
ahip they have conferrol upon me,’ and 
shall stand at all times ready and willing to 
testify my good feeling and my cfficial zeal 
by desds as well sa by this hastily penned 
advice and informatioa.. Whenever they 
are ready to go to raising poultry, let them 
oall for. me any evening after eleven o'clock, 
and [shall be on hand promptly.—Mark 
Twain. :

ORIENTAL BEVERAGES. 

‘The Chinese have made beer from a 
peculiar kind of rico for ‘over 4,000 years. 
Its iuven:or is said to bave brought some. 
‘of the new beverage. to the Emperor, who, 
on tasting it, remarked: “ This liquor will 
cause great trouble in the Empire.” _ To 
prevent, if possible, the fulfillment of his 
own prophecy, he banished the inventor 
and forbaye the manufacture, but this early 
attempt to nip the liquor traffic in the bud 


failed ; the secret of the. manufacture was |’ 


juice of the grape, while palm wine or turi, J 


from which our word: toddy. is naid to bo 
derived, became the favorite liquor wherevor 
tho palm-treo flourislied.’ In countries too 
cold for vine culture, but where honey 
abounded, the latter reems to have been 
preferred to cereals for fermenting pufposra. 
Mead, the liquor thus produced, was the 
favorite drink of our Anglo-Saxon forefa 
thera, and of the people of Northern Europo 
generally, and itis still much ueed in Ruasia. 
It is possibly owing to tbe abundance of 
hovey in South Africa’ that tho drink re- 
appears among the Hotteatote, the Caffres, 
and the natives of Madagascar. Honey is 
rot, however, the only animal substance 
ftom which a fermented beverage is ob ain- 
ed. Among the purely pastoral races, whose 
‘wealth consists wholly of their flocks and’ 


herds,-milk has been turnéd to account for: 


this purpuse. The Mongols and Tartars 
have from time immemorial prepared an al- 
coholio drink known as koumtss from mare's 
milk. This ig placed in buttle-necked vessels 
made of skins, and sour milk of the cow is 
added as a'ferment. Aa fermentation sets 
in the contents of the skin are violently 
stirred, and ina few daya the liquor is ready, 
oumies has long enjoyed the reputation 
of being a remedy for consumption, the 
tribes using it being, it is said, remarkably 
free from pulmonary diseases, and, with a 
view to its application medicinally for this 
purpose, the manafacture of the Scytblan 
beverage hag recontly ‘been started in Eng- 
land.—Zdinburgh Scotsman,

It id not a question 
on which to dogmatise, or lay down hard 
and fast rules for observarice. This article 
only views the: question from a spirituelle 
standpoint.. Doctors differ as to the cha- 
racter and physiological effects of ‘diet. 
Casual writers. propound. diametrically op- 
posed theories, and the public stands— 
bewildered. | The Pal? Mall Gazetie recently 
told us that modern dinners kill scores of 
people before the appointed time ‘of death, 
through the immense programme of vary- 
ing dishes, which " society” calls. upon 
people to attack, and habitually master, 
daily. The Globe learns from. Vienna that 
high Austrian medionl authority denounces 
the regular eating of meat, not only for its 
physiological disadvantages, bat because 
animal food gives sn animal grossness to: 
persons who consumo it, and indnoss a red 
roughness of texture in the face, and upor. 
the entire outer skin. Small wonder the 
Viennese ladies fall back ‘apon oatmeal, 
home-made brown’ bread,~and tha -wide 
range of interesting vegetable foods. 

Many thoughtful persons have noticed 
the vulgarising tendency of ‘hot mid-day 
meals among the labouring classes, .

A book-packet may contain any number 
of. separate books or other publications 
(including printed or lithographed letters), 
photographs (when not on glass or in cases 
containing glass or any like substance), 
drawings, prints, or maps, and any quantity 
of paper, or sny other substance in ordinary 
use for writing or printing upon ; and the 
books or other publications, prints, maps, 
&o., may be either printed, written, en- 
sraved, Jlithographed, or plain, or any 
mixture of these. 
binding, mounting, or covering of a book, 
&c., oF of a portion thereof, ia allowed, | 
whether .auch binding, dc. be loose or 
attached ; aa also rollers in the ‘Cate OF 
prints or maps, markers (whether of paper 
or otherwise) in the case of books, pens or 
pencils in the case of pocket-books, &o., 
and, in short, whatever is necessary for the 
safe transmission of euch articles, or usually 
appertaing thereto ; but the binding, rollers, 
&o. must not be sent as 6 separate packet, 

Circulars,—i.¢., letters which are intend- 
ed for transmission in identical. terms to 
several persons, and the whole or the 
greater part of which is printed, engraved, 


| or lithograplied,—may also be sent by 


book poat. 


. But a book-packet may not contaln any 
letter, or communication of the nature of a 
letter (whether soparate or otherwise), 
unless it be a circular-letter or bo wholly 
printed ; nor any enclosure sealed or in any 
aj inspeotion. 1f this 
rule be infringed, the entire packet is 
charged as a letter. 


A book-packet may be posted either 
without a cover (in which case it must not 
be ‘fastened, whether. by means of gum, 
wafer, sealing wax, postage stamp, or 
otherwise) or in a cover entirely open at 
both ends, so as to admit of the contents 
being easily withdrawn for examination ; 
otherwise it is treated as aletter. For the 
greater security of the contents, however, 
it may be tied at the ends with string ; 
Postmastera being authorised to out the 
string in such case:, although if they do so 
they must egain tie up the packet.

They must not be of intrinsic value, This

Mails exchanged with Manila and Saigon. 


The Philippine Islands being now admit- 
ted into the General Postal Union, it fol- 
lows that all paid correepondence received 
from Manila in the mails will be delivered 
free by this Office, and that all pa:d cor- 
reapondence sent to Manils in mails 
ghould be delivered free there, 

Article 1X of the Postal Treaty of Berne 
provides that ‘ Neither the senders nor the 
addressees of letters and other postal 

ckets shall be called upon to pay, oither 
In the Country of Origin, or in that of 
Destination, any ‘tax or duty other than ” 
the recognised rates -Jevied (in tho case of 
paid correspondeno-) by the despatching 
Office, It is hoped that any extra charge, 
or apparently extra charge, will at once be 
brought to the novico of the proper 
authorities, in either Colony. 

The above does not apply in avy to loose 
letters sent outside the mails, ‘these will 
always be charged on arrival in Hongkong 
and probably. the Manila Office will adopt 
the same course. ‘ 

Complaints are sometimes received of 
extra charges on correspondence exchanged 
between this Colony and Saigon, but it is 
helieved it would be found in all cases that 
the letters, do., had been sent loose. :

during its transmission. 

To guard against such injury all postal 
packets which are likely. to euffer from 
atamping or from great pressure should be 
placed in strong covers; aud even with this 
precaution no fragile article should be sont 
through the Post, 1t should be remembered 
that every packet bas to be handled several 
times; that it is exposed to considerable 
pressure aud friction in the mail bag ; and 
that, whonever the bag haa in the course of 
its trapemission-to bo transferred by means 
of the railway apparatus, the risk of injury 
is much increased. : 

No information canbe. given respecting 
letters. which pass ‘through a Post. Office 
except to the persons to whom they are 
addressed ; and in no other way is official

(except such as is specially prepared), is 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with serious injury, not only to 
the letters.so dealed but,to the other letters. 
in the mail, from the melting of the wax and 
adhesion of the lettera to each other, Tho 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
auc cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise.their correspondents i, the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of & packet makes ite 
transmission much more secure, inasmuch 
as, under ordinary. circumstances, a regis- 
tered packet can be traced through its whole 
course ;‘and thus tbe loss of a registered 
pg a very rare occurrence.
